son, Carl, while they were in- 
terned in the Far East by the 
Japanese during World War II. 


Smith, 47, an ex-Marine told The 


Associated Press Tuesday night: 
"I'm real happy about it. I'm not 
only happy for myself, but for 
others in similar circumstances." 


His wife said: "This is the best' 


news I've had in a long time." 


Smith said that the State De- 


partment has told him there are 
some 2,000 persons in the nation 
who owe it money for various rea- 
sons, including war relief. 


In Washington, Sen. Paul HT 


Douglas, D-I11., who asked1 the 
State Department to delay its de- 
mand for payment, has intro- 
duced a bill which would cancel 
the debt. A spokesman for Doug- 
las said the department did not 
agree to put off attempting to col- 
lect the payments pending the out- 
come of the Douglas bill but 


agreed to waive the 
Thursday 


deadline it had set for payment. 


Smith said the State Department 


has dunned the family for pay- 
ment since the 1950s, adding that 
each bill was larger because of 
accrued 
interest. He maintains 


that the government has nothing 
coming, adding: "They are not 
going to get the money." 


Rep. Leslie C. Arends, R-I11., 


said he would attempt to have the 
State Department cancel Smith's 
bill. 


The Smiths were married while 


he was serving with the Marines 
in Shanghai before World War II. 
Mrs. Smith was employed as a 
secretary 
for 
General 
Motors 


Corp. 


When war loomed, Smith was 


transferred to the Philippines. His 
wife, the daughter of a white Rus- 
sian mother, and a Portuguese fa- 
ther who was born in Hong Kong, 
stayed behind. Before she was 
able to follow her husband, Shan- 
ghai fell to the Japanese. Both 
she and her son, Carl, now 22, 
were interned with other Ameri- 
cans in Shanghai. 


It was during this time that fed- 


eral funds were supplied the in- 
terned refugees through an ar 
rangement with the Swiss Em 
bassy. 


Smith was captured by the Jap 


anese at Bataan, survived the in- 
famous death march and spent 
the remainder of the war in prison 
camps. 


The Smiths now have five chil 


dren, 6 to 22 years old. They op 
erate a 160-acre farm near Onar 
ga. Smith also operates a smal

:hat the two governments are ne- 
gotiating over freedom for Jozsef 
Cardinal Mindzenty. 


The statement and denial came 


Tuesday after reports from Rome 
and other European capitals that 
the Vatican and Hungary are 
dickering over how to remove the 
aging Roman Catholic primate 
from his self-imposed exile in the 
U.S. 
legation in Budapest, Hun- 


gary. 


The Hungarian spokesman said 


In Budapest "negotiations on a 
diplomatic level with the U.S 
government are in progress." 


"We have been asked by tho 


competent American authorities 
to treat the matter with discretion 
and to abstain from statements 
for the time being," he said.' 


In 
Washington, U.S. 
officials 


denied the report. In fact, they 
said, there are no negotiations on 
any subject between this country 
and the Communist Hungarian 
government of Janos Kadar. 


Cardinal Mindszenty took refuge 


in the U.S. legation on Nov. 4, J956, 
as Soviet troops poured into the 
Hungarian capitol to 
crush an 


anti-Communist revolt. He had 
been freed by Hungarian freedom 


the Crossett Co. last July, said 
Feb. 28 that it was negotiating 
for the Fordyce Co., which owns 
166,500 acres of timberland in 
Dallas, Cleveland and Calhoun 
counties and employs GOO work- 
ers.

Confused

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Kennedy's 10-mnn committee for 
xamining foreign aid has handed 
,im a confused and contradictory 
eport. 
It was clear on two main points 
nd may be helpful on a third, 1C 
nly because it urged the govern- 
ment to get tougher. 


It said foreign aid will be neces-1 
ary in some form for years and 
hat it needs cutting. The com- 
nittee also suggested the govern- 
ment demand for more self-help 
rom those getting the aid.

ince the war is now almost $100 
iillion. 


The report's great emphasis on 
conomy is fresh ammunition for 
nose in Congress, like Rep. Otto 
'assman, D-La., who have been 
liopping down foreign aid re- 
luests from presidents for years. 


But the report looks badly or- 


ganized and poorly thought out. 
n one unsentimental and selfish 
pot it suggests a whal's-in-it-for- 
me American attitude in givine 
aid.. 


The report put it this way: 
'Whether a country ought to re- 
ceive aid from the United States 
s a question of our enlightened 
self-interest." 


But in other places the report 


says that, even if the conflict with 
communism were over, aid should 
continue because this country tra- 
ditionally has been concerned with 
he plight of the unfortunate. 


The report backed away from 


.he basic question in urging the 
government to get tough on a 
country not doing enough to de- 
velop itself. 


In such a case, if withdrawal 


of American aid meant a country 
might fall to communism, should 
he aid be withdrawn? It did say 
f Indonesia is to get help it 
should put "its house in order." 


The report stresses the need for 


military help to countries closest 
to the Communists and explains: 


"Several of them are carrying 


defense burdens far beyond their 
internal economic capacity and, 


are providing more than two mil- 
lion armed men ready, for the 
most part, for any emergency— 


"They add materially to free 


world strength so long as conven- 
tional 
military 
forces are re- 


quired. It might be better to re- 
duce the resources of our own de- 
fense budget rather than to dis- 
continue (he support which makes 
their contribution possible." 


But in the next paragraph the 


report suggests several of these 
countries have forces larger than 
they need and urges they be cut. 
This whole section is a jumble. 


The jumble may be due to the 


fact that the report never says 
what countries' forces need reduc- 
ing. This is because right at the 
start the committee indicated it 
would not single out individual 
countries by name. 


(The chairman. Gen. Lucius D. 


Clay, said he gave specific names 
to David Bell, director of the for- 
eign aid program.) 


Yet, as the report went on, it

In complaining that 
most American allies were not 
sharing enough of the foreign aid 
burden, it said France was doing 
the best in this, and suggested 
Italy, Canada, the United Kingdom 
Germany and even France should 
do more, better.
